I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  annual  report  for  1963*  The  vital 
statistics  are  all  satisfactory  and  Penrith  had  a  low  death  rate  in  spite 
of  the  severe  weather  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  In  infectious  disease 
typhoid  and  brucellosis  were  the  illnesses  to  cause  most  concern.  The  new 
regulations  making  meat  inspection  compulsory  put  a  very  heavy  burden  on  the 
public  health  inspectors  and  meant  that  other  aspects  of  their  work  had  to 
be  neglected. 

I  would  like  to  thank  colleagues  in  general  practice,  hospital  and  in 
other  authorities  for  their  co-operation,  the  other  officers  of  this  Council 
for  much  help  and  advice  and  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  in 
health  matters  and  their  support  during  the  year.

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CAUSES  OF  INFANT  DEATHS 


Two  of  the  deaths  were  ascribed  to  prematurity,  one  at  12  hours  and 
the  other  at  a  week.  One  infant  with  hydrocephalus  and  spina  bifida 
died  aged  1  day. 


COMMENT  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  statistics  relating  to  mothers  and  infants  are  consistently 
satisfactory,  indicating  not  only  that  the  population  is  basically 
healthy  but  that  the  medical  services  relating  to  these  groups  are 
functioning  well. 

The  uncorrected  death  rate  is  usually  higher  than  surrounding 
districts  due  to  there  being  a  larger  percentage  of  elderly  persons 
in  Penrith.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  V/ales  was  higher  in  1963 
because  of  a  largc.r  than  usual  number  of  deaths  in  the  first  quarter, 
due  almost  certainly  to  the  severe  weather.  This  increase  was  not 
apparent  in  Penrith  and  the  death  rate  was  the  lowest  since  1953 • 

Attention  was  drawn  last  year  to  the  large  number  of  deaths  from 
coronary  thrombosis,  especially  in  men  under  65.  Further  enquiry  reveals 
that  this  increased  incicence  of  coronary  thrombosis  occurs  in  adjacent 
areas  including  Carlisle.  The  cause  is  unknown.

During  the  year  the  tuberculosis  register  was  brought  up  to  date  and  as 
a  result  there  are  now  very  few  persons  on  it. 

The  Mass  Miniature  X-ray  Unit  has  continued  to  visit  Penrith  annually. 
In  the  last  few  years  some  8,000  persons  were  X-rayed  but  only  two  cases  of 
active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  wore  found  and  there  were  none  at  all  in  1963 
or  1964,  These  results  are  also  reflected  in  other  areas  and  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  now  consider  that  the  mobile  Mass  X-ray  Units  have  served 
their  purpose  and  should  cease  their  activities.  Instead  there  will  be  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  static  units  such  as  the  one  at  Brunswick  Road, 
Carlisle.  This  unit  is  now  open  mornings  and  afternoons,  Monday  to  Friday 
and  on  Wednesday  evenings  and  anyone  either  on  their  doctor's  advice  or  on 
their  own  initiative  can  go  and  get  an  X-ray  without  an  appointment  and  with 
no  waiting.  It  is  hoped  eventually  that  similar  X-ray  facilities  will  be 
available  in  Penrith. 
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Another  important  preventive  measure  is  B.C.G.  vaccination.  This  is 
offered  by  the  Chest  Clinic  to  all  childhood  contacts  of  cases  and  where 
possible  infants  are  inoculated  soon  after  birth.  The  County  Health 
Authority  offer  B.C.G,  vaccination  to  all  school  children  aged  13,  and  it 
is  of  great  value  in  protecting  them  during  the  vulnerable  years  of  early 
adult  life.  Figures  have  been  kindly  supplied  relating  to  the  preliminary 
Mantoux  test  given  in  local  secondary  schools.

The  diminshing  number  of  positive  reactors  to  this  test  is  another 
index  of  the  decline  of  tuberculosis  in  the  community  as  it  represents  those 
who  have  been  infected  at  some  time  in  their  lives.  Those  who  are  negative 
to  the  test  are  given  B.C.G.  vaccination.  Those  who  are  positive  to  the 
test  have  a  chest  X-ray  although  active  tuberculosis  is  seldom  found.

MEASLES. 


The  epidemic  of  Measles  during  December  1962  continued  right  through 
January  and  the  first  week  of  February  19^3 1  in  which  there  were  187 
notifications.  In  the  rest  of  February  there  were  only  9  further  notifica¬ 
tions  and  during  the  summer  6  sporadic  cases  occurred. 

Some  400  cases  occurred  in  the  space  of  two  months.  In  December  1962 
children  attending  the  infants'  schools  were  predominantly  affected  and  in 
February  I963  almost  three-quarters  of  the  cases  were  in  pre-school 
children. 

STREPTOCOCCAL  INFECTIONS. 

Only  3  cases  of  scarlet  fever  wore  notified  and  this  disease  present 
usually  follows  a  mild  course. 

One  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  was  notified  from  the  local  maternity 
hospital  but  this  was  probably  not  due  to  streptococcal  infection. 

'./HOOPING  COUGH. 


During  the  winter  of  1963  a  number  of  children,  particularly  in  the 
infants*  schools,  developed  a  prolonged  irritating  cough.  In  a  few  the 
symptoms  were  sufficiently  definite  for  the  doctors  to  diagnose  whooping 
cough  and  seven  notifications  were  received.  In  most,  however,  the  symptoms 
remained  indefinite  and  the  bacillus  associated  with  whooping  cough,  H. pertussis 
was  never  grown  from  any  swabs  or  cough  plates.  Dr.  Davies  was  able  to  culture 
a  virus  from  a  number  of  cases  but  this  could  be  an  incidental  finding. 
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FOOD  POISONING 


There  were  no  notifications  of  food  poisoning  during  1963 •  Three  of 
the  4  nurses  infected  v«ith  S.  montevideo  in  November  1962  were  still  positive 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  were  kept  under  surveillance  until  three 
negative  specimens  wore  cbtained. 


TYPHOID. 


This  disease  eeemed  to  be  particularly  prominent  in  England  and  Wales  in 
1963.  Many  cases  were  in  those  returning  from  holiday  in  Zermatt.  Two 
persons  from  Penrith  were  on  holiday  there  at  the  critical  time  and  one  of 
these  unfortunately  developed  typhoid.  This  was  a  man  associated  with  a 
large  local  catering  concern  and  stringent  precautions  were  taken  to  make 
sure  that  the  infection  did  not  spread.  In  this  we  received  every  co¬ 
operation  from  the  firm  concerned  whose  helpfulness  and  responsibility  I 
would  like  to  acknowledge. 


PARATYPHOID. 

A  single  case  of  S,  paratyphi  (Taunton)  occurred.  The  source  ikas  not 
traced. 

The  salmonella  organisms  infect  many  varieties  of  domestic  animcjil  as 
well  as  man.  Modern  methods  of  husbandry,  slaughtering,  and  food  | 
processing  are  all  likely  to  lead  to  spread  of  infection  unless  vigoj^ous 
precautions  are  taken.  Modern  stock  keeping  often  involves  keeping  large 
nuipbers  of  animals  in  close  proximity  and  also  the  transport  of  large 
numbers  from  one  area  of  the  country  to  another  and  is  a  potential  source  of 
the  spread  of  salmonellosis. 


Great  care  has  to  be  taken  at  abattoirs  to  prevent  meat  being  contaminated. 
Animals  should  not  be  held  for  any  length  of  time  in  lairages  as  infection 
can  spread  in  these  places.  Sewer  swabs  have  been  taken  from  both  the  Penrith 
abattoirs  and  practically  every  swab  yields  at  least  one  variety  of  Salmonella. 

The  inspection  of  imported  food  is  not  a  direct  responsibility  to  us  at 
Penrith  nor  to  any  extent  is  the  packaging  of  food.  Modern  methods  of 
packaging  however,  and  the  increase  in  the  sale  of  processed  foods  all  demand 
the  greatest  vigilance  in  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  Salmonella 
organisms. 


BRUCELLOSIS. 


There  were  two  cases  at  leagt  of  this  infection  in  Penrith.  It  is  a 
disease  of  cattle  transmissible  to  man,  either  by  drinking  infected  milk  or 
handling  iifected  animals.  One  milking  herd  in  the  district  was  found  to  be 
infected  and  an  order  was  made  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairi  ( 


Regulations  1958  prohibiting  the  sale  of  milk  unless  treated  by  pasteurisation. 


es 
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WATER 


In  April  1963  this  Council's  \7ater  Undertaking  was  handed  over  to  the 
newly  constituted  Eden  Water  Board.  The  Chief  Engineer  is  Mr,  Yerkess  and 
contact  has  been  maintained  with  him  on  the  tealth  aspects  of  the  Water 
Supply, 

The  results  of  samples  are  tabulated  on  page  l4.  The  water  supply  from 
Hayeswater  is  generally  pure  but  in  the  summer  months  a  small  number  of 
B,  coli  have  been  grown  from  some  samples  in  the  last  few  years.  Approxi¬ 
mately  one-fifth  of  samples  have  been  below  the  best  quality.  As  pollution 
of  the  catchment  area  around  Hayeswater  is  probably  likely  to  increase  in  the 
next  few  years,  it  would  seem  that  the  time  is  now  appropriate  to  chlorinate 
this  supply. 

The  supply  from  the  River  Lowther  has  always  been  chlorinated  as  well 
as  filtered;  but  since  a  number  of  unsatisfactory  samples  were  found  it  has 
been  decided  only  to  use  this  supply  ^n  an  emergency. 


SV/IMI'IING , 


A  plastic  pool  has  been  in  use  for  the  last  three  years  at  St.  Andrew's 
Boys'  School,  Penrith.  It  is  vary  popular  and  useful  for  teaching  the 
children  to  swim.  Samples  of  the  water  have  been  taken  and  "excellent" 
results  have  always  been  obtained. 

Other  school  children  go  to  the  Penrith  Swimming  Club  on  the  River 
Eamont ,  which  is  much  less  satisfactory.  Sampling  reveals  pollution  at 
around  or  above  the  1,000  per  100  ml,  level,  which  is  the  danger  level  for 
river  water.  It  is  hoped  during  1964  to  take  a  number  of  further  samples 
and  to  discuss  the  results  with  the  Club  and  with  the  Pollution  Officer  of 
the  Cumberland  ftiver  Board.

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Elderly  persons  and  their  housing. 


In  Penrith  Urban  District  508  males  and  883  females  were  aged  65  or  over. 

There  were  785  households  of  one  or  two  persons  in  v/hich  one  or  both  were 
of  pensionable  age;  i.e.  23%  of  households.  316  persons  of  pensionable 
age,  38  males  and  278  females,  were  living  alone.

Comment 


Most  of  the  occupants  of  the  263  unfit  houses  will  need  to  be 
re-housed  by  the  Council.  This  is  a  large  but  not  an  impossible  task. 
The  200  houses  which  the  Council  propose  to  build  should  go  most  of  the 
way  towards  solving  this  problem. 

There  are  some  200-300  further  houses  in  Penrith  lacking  modern 
cuaenlties  such  as  a  pipe  hot  water  supply,  a  fixed  bath  and  an  inside 
V/.C.  It  is  hoped  that  these  can  be  improved  with  or  without  grants. 

V/hen  the  Council  come  to  consider  the  type  of  houses  they  are  going 
to  build,  they  should  keep  the  following  points  in  mind. 

(1)  In  1961,  23%  of  all  households  in  Penrith  were  of  one  or  two  persons 
in  which  one  or  both  were  of  pensionable  age.  This  percentage  is 
likely  to  rise. 

(2)  24%  of  housing  applications  were  from  old  people  requiring  a 
smaller  house. 

(5)  153  households  remain  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  1955  slum  clearance 

programme  and  two-thirds  of  these  are  one  or  two  persons  including 
a  large  number  of  old  people. 

(4)  A  number  of  three  bedroom  Council  houses  are  at  present  occupied  by 
one  or  two  persons,  generally  elderly.  These  would  be  freed  for 
family  use  if  the  Council  could  provide  some  acceptable  alternative. 

Flats  are  not  popular  in  Penrith  and  many  old  people  find  stairs 
difficult  to  negotiate.  One  and  two  bedroom  bungalows  would  seem  to 
be  the  only  way  of  helping  the  large  number  of  old  persons  with  housing 
difficulties  and  it  is  suggested  that  at  least  half  of  the  2C0  projected 
houses  should  be  of  this  type.

The  following  information  is  set  out  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

HOUSING. 

The  number  of  new  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  60,  Of  these  56 
were  built  privately,  the  Council  completed  4,  two  more  than  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  26  houses  in  the  Council's  "Friargate  and  Old  London  Road 
Clearance  Area  1962",  10  are  still  occupied, 

HOUSING  ACT  1957  -  CERTIFICATE  OF  DISREPAIR. 


No  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  during  1963. 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936. 


Only  informal  letters  and  notices  were  sent  out  as  a  result  of  action 
taken  concerning  nuisances  found  or  reported. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


No  additional  or  improved  toilet  facilities  have  been  provided  during  the 
year.  The  inadequate  and  unsuitable  conveniences  have  not  been  renovated  and 
several  complaints  have  been  received  from  visitors  to  the  town  about  the 
condition  of  the  toilets.  The  attendants  do  a  wonderful  job  in  keeping  the 

toilets  as  clean  as  they  do  and  but  for  their  efforts,  I  am  sure  there  would 
be  far  more  complaints.  Inadequate  lighting  and  ventilation  accompanied  with 
dampness  and  condensation  are  the  main  defects. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT. 

There  is  one  licensed  Pet  Shop  in  the  town.  This  is  situated  in  the 
Council's  Covered  Market.  The  premises  are  kept  clean  at  all  times. 

THE  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  I96O. 


At  Ecimont  Bridge  there  us  a  small  residential  site  for  ten  caravans.  It 
is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  River  Eden  and  is  well  conducted  and  clean. 

At  Bleak  House,  situated  on  the  Old  Carlisle  Road,  one  mile  North  of  the 
town  is  a  Residential  and  Tourist  Caravan  Site.  This  site  is  licensed  for  20 
residential  caravans  and  25  tourist  caravans. 
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The  sanitary  and  washing  facilities  are  above  average  standard  but  it 
must  be  appreciated  that  this  site  provides  accommodation  for  the  gypsy  and 
dealer  fraternity  who  would  otherv/ise  cause  a  nuisance  in  the  town  by  camping 
on  waste  ground  and  along  the  grass  verges  of  our  roadways.  The  provision 
of  this  site  could  be  regarded  as  a  'blessing  in  disguise*  especially  when 
one  hears  of  the  trouble  these  wandering  people  cause  other  authorities  and 
we  remember  our  own  troubles  with  these  people  before  the  site  was  provided. 

THE  ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS. 

There  is  now  only  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  who  actually  heat  treats 
his  product.  The  other  manufacturers,  three  in  number  make  only  a  'cold  mix' 
ice  cream.  The  powder  form  of  ice  cream  used  in  the  making  of  ice  cream  is 
heat  treated  in  the  process  of  its  manufacture.  Proprietory  brands  of  ice 
cream  are  retailed  from  registered  premises. 

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS  I960. 

There  are  three  licensed  dealers  of  Raw  T.T,  milk  and  one  licensed  dealer 
of  pasteurized  milk  operating  in  the  town.  The  licences  are  granted  by  the 

Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  in  our  case,  the  Cumberland  County  Council. 

Milk  sampling  and  inspections  are  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  County  Authority. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


There  are  two  recognised  offensive  trades  in  Penrith.  In  each  case,  the 
premises  are  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district.  The  Knacker  Yard, 
trading  as  The  Wildriggs  Bone  and  Chemical  Company  Ltd.,  is  a  well  conducted 
business  in  good  premises.  The  offensive  smell  from  these  premises  has  been 
greatly  minimised  of  late  by  the  introduction  of  a  v/ashing  plant  through  which 
all  the  fumes  are  passed. 

The  Gut  Scraping  works  situated  at  Frenchfield  and  owned  by  Messrs, 

Heniple  of  Bingley,  Yorkshire,  only  scrape  a  very  small  number  of  guts  these 
days.  The  premises  are  used  more  as  a  collecting  depot  and  the  guts  are  then 
forwarded  to  Bingley  for  processing. 

THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PEST  ACT  1949. 


The  Council  employ  one  part-time  man  for  the  execution  of  the  above  Act. 
This  man  gives  an  excellent  service  and  works  well  on  his  own.  He  keeps  a 
v/atchful  eye  on  the  sewers,  water  courses,  refuse  tips  and  attends  to  complaints 
as  received. 

THE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT  1958. 


There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  town.  One  is  owned  and  conducted 
by  the  Council  and  the  other  is  owned  by  the  Penrith  Co-operative  Society  and 
operated  by  and  ii  the  name  of  F.  Jackson. 
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THE  MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS  1963 


These  regulations  became  operative  on  the  1st  October  1963 .  This 
necessitated  each  inspector  spending  approximately  85%  of  his  normal  working 
time  on  Meat  Inspection. 

In  addition,  each  Inspector  worked  every  alternative  Saturday  and  Sunday 
and  several  nights  each  week, 

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS. 


There  are  nine  recognised  ladies  and  eight  gentlemen's  hairdressing 
establishments  in  the  town.  These  figures  are  the  same  as  last  year.
